Meanwhile, I fished and ‘caught 
a bass, a fighter. I moved down to 
the end of the pond and found a 
rhodora which matches mine in 
full bloom out back. Emerson des: 
cribes it best in his poem, 

“In May, when sea-winds nierced 
our solitudes, 

I found the fresh Rhodora in the 
woods | 

Spreading its leafless blooms in 
a damp nook, 

To please the desert and the 

sluggish brook... .” 

The wind as usual had come up 
so I had a nice pull on the oars 
coming home. 

As I write this the sun sinks be- 
thind the +hills leaving a rosy glow 
gradually fading into twilight; the 
magic time of lengthening sha.

to flower cups leaving a deposit 
of crystal jewels on the tiny flow-
